IRTUAL destruction of Tokio and Yokohama arc reported in 


the first direct communication received from Tokio by the 


outside world since the earthquake and tidal wave, followed in 
places by fire, laid waste an important section of Hodo, chief is- 
land of Japan, last Saturday. The communication was from an 
Associated Press star correspondent. 


The first comprehensive view of the havoc wrought was re- 


ceived in cable advices from Osaka. 


Dead Over 300.000 


It apponrs from these that the disaster is greater than pre- 


vious reports have indicated. ' The ministry of marine estimates 
the dead in Tokio alone at 150,000: the hc'st estimates place the 
death in Yokohama at 100.000: virtual destruction of Xagoya.^a 
town of 620,000, is reported, and Yokosuka, a town of 70.000. is 
said to have been wipetl out by the successive attacks of earth- 
quakes, tidal M-avc and fire. 


Grave damage has been done in Uie Rummer resort sections about 


Hakons and on the Izu peninsula. 
Monetary loss in Tokio alone is placed 


at five billion yen. 


Martial law is effective in the stricken cities; none may enter with- 


out the most urgent reasons or without carrying their own food supplies. 


More than 3,500.000 bushels of rice are being rushed from southern 


Japanese ports and from Korea to the stricken regions, where thousands 
are reported starving, and in Tokio, suffering from thirst because the earth- 
quake wrecked the water supply system, \yater is being doled out there 
by the same relief workers who are distributing the inadequate supplies 
of food the government has been able to transport thiiher.

An Official 
Statement 
by the 
Governor 
of South 
Dakota 


On August 29, Governor McMaster, 


of South Dakota, issued the following 
statement— 


"At a meeting with Colonel Stewart, 


Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
and other Standard Oil Officials, held in 
Pierre this morning, Mr. Stewart ex- 
§ressed unqualifiedly the willingness of 


tandard Oil to comply with the wishes 


of the consumers of the State of South 
Dakota in so far as those wishes could 
be expressed and interpreted by the 
governor of this state. These Standard 
officials, although they contend that the 
present prices do not properly reflect 
the costs of production, refining and dis- 
tribution, plus a reasonable profit, were 
willing, at my request, to do one of two 
things— raise the price of gasoline imme- 
diately in the State of South Dakota 
where it would represent a six and six- 
tenths cent reduction 9ver former prices, 
or maintain, for the time being, sixteen 
cent gasoline in the State of South 
Dakota, using Mitchell as a base. 


"After due consideration, the Standard 


Oil officials were asked by the governor 
to maintain the present price of 16 cents 
for the time being. I wish to accept full 
responsibility for this situation and state 
that Standard Oil, by deed and act, is 
working in fullest co-operatipn with the 
governor olthis state and therefore can 
m no respect be blamed for 16 cents 
gasoline from this date. 


"I realize that the independents who 


have viciously assailed and attacked me 
will raise bitter complaint against this 
condition. 
However, after due con- 


sideration and investigation, I wish to 
say that if the former gasoline prices of 
this state were excessive, the indepen- 
dents of this state were just as /respons- 
ible for that condition and were just as 
guilty of taking excess profits as was 
Standard Oil. 


"At no time during the period which 


former gasoline prices prevailed did any 
independent of this state raise one objec- 
'tion or bring one complaint to this office 
in an effort to bring about any reduction 
in price but they were perfectly willing 
to profit to the fullest extent. 


_"I realize that all sorts of charges will 


be made against me because of mis ac: 
tion, but in view of the fact that gasoline 
can be purchased at various refineries 
today f9r approximately seven cents a 
gallon, it will not work injury to the 
public cause if the Independents are 
forced for the time being to do business 
on a small margin of profit. There is no 
particular reason why the State Govern- 
ment should guarantee to the Independ- 
ent Oil Dealers of this state, at least f9r 
the time being,fixed profits,especially in 
view of the fact that they were perfectly 
willing and were a party to take ex- 
cessive profits from the people." ,,

Help Japan 


rSTIMATES of the dead in Japan's earth- 
it 
quake disaster run to 300,000 at the pres- 


ent vritinp. The total may be more, if it is 
ever possible to count it. Literally millions are 
injured, and scores of cities have practically 
every home in ruins. No catastrophe in history 
perhaps, was on such a scale—certainly none in 
the modern world. 


In the wake of the disaster follows the usual 


train of distresses that are inevitable concomit- 
ants of such a terrible upheaval. Food is short, 
for the services which bring food to the cities 
are destroyed. Medical relief is short, for the 
demands upon it are several hundred times 
more than normal, both for skill and material. 
It is almost a foregone conclusion that there 
will be an outbreak of some sort of pestilence, 
with all the safeguards of congested, civilized 
communities shattered at a blow. 


President Coolidge, informed of the situation 


and sensing its terrific possibilities, has called 
upon the American people to contribute to a 
relief fund which shall give concrete expres- 
sion to the pity and sympathy of this nation. 
That there will be a large outpouring of money 
one does not doubt—distress anywhere in the 
world on such a scale cannot fail to move a 
people which has been the pattern of generous- 
iiy for the world for generations. But "he gives 
twice who gives quickly" in such an emergency 
as this. More is to be done—more can be done 
—in the first week of recovery to alleviate suf- 
fering and organize relief than in months to 
follow. Now, when the need is greatest, let us 
contribute. 


We know La Crosse will back up the offers of 


help made by the president and by the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. And that its giving may find 
an immediate channel to the field of action, The 
Tribune will undertake to handle any funds 
that may be contributed until other machinery 
is provided by the local Red Cross chapter or 
other authorized relief agencies. All moneys 
received will be sent at once to the Washing- 
ton headquarters of the Red Cross, and due 
acknowledgment will be made in the news- 
paper. 


Act or Die 


ITALY intends to withdraw from the League of 
* Nations, it is reported, if the League acts ac- 
cording to the plain letter of the covenant in 
regard to the Greco-Italian quarrel. It will be 
a serious blow to the league should Italy with- 
draw. But it will be a less serious injury than 
the result of a "back-down" by the league at this 
juncture. The largest membership of the league 
is composed of small nations which in many 
conceivable situations might find themselves at 
the mercy of the larger powers. If these na- 
tions are to be shown, by the first serious test 
of the league's authority, that it' dares not to 
take strong action against one of the major 
powers, the league might as well be dissolved 
immediately. It will have no authority left, and 
will be recognized the world around as a mere 
engine for "enforcing the will of powerful na- 
tions upon smaller ones. 


In a good cause Italy has overstepped the 


bounds of her own agreement, and broken the 
compact which the nations have set up among 
themselves as international law. Italy has a 
right to satisfaction and reparation from Greece. 
The killing of her emissaries was a dastardly 
crime which no one would expect her to suffer 
in silence. But in seizing Greek posessions and 
sending her warships to bombard Greek cities, 
Italy has plainly gone too far. There were other 
ways to bring Greece to a proper frame of mind, 
-.veil within the limits of Italy's undertakings in 
the league. To defy the authoritj»of the league 
after the preliminary mis-step is to make a bad 
matter worse, and to raise an issue against all 
of the civilized powers—the United States ex- 
cepted-—which is of vastly more importance 
than the quarrel with Greece. 


The league must act—or die. It is most earn- 


estly to be hoped that it will act, promptly and 
courageously. For if it shall fail at this crisis, 
the cause of world co-operation to keep the 
peace 'will have suffered a blow which may 
resign the people of the globe to war and mili- 
tarism for generations to come.
